REPORT  FROM  WASHINGTON 

March  1,  1966 

As  the  current  Friend  in  Washington  specializ- 
ing on  the  issue  of  a new  U.  S.  policy  toward 
China,  I am  reporting  to  you  on  recent  develop- 
ments in  this  area,  in  Congress  and  elsewhere. 

During  the  three-week  period  from  January  25 
to  February  16,  the  House  Subcommittee  on  the 
Far  East  and  the  Paeifie  heard  27  non-govem- 
mental  witnesses  ( mostly  from  the  academic  com- 
munity ) testify  on  Communist  China  and  its  grow- 
ing power.  Among  those  testifying  was  Bronson 
Clark,  who  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  AFSC  and 
FCNL.  Governmental  witnesses  are  being  heard 
in  closed  sessions  beginning  in  mid-March. 

The  subcommittee  hearings  have  been  called 
forth  by  1 ) the  possibility  that  the  Vietnam  war 
will  produce  a Sino-American  military  confronta- 
tion, 2)  the  approaehing  threat  of  China  as  a nu- 
clear power,  and  3)  the  prospect  that  mainland 
China  will  be  voted  a seat  in  the  United  Nations. 
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Points  of  Agreement 

Witnesses  before  the  subcommittee  came  with 
widely  variant  points  of  view,  but  seemed  to  agree 
on  the  following: 

1)  Communist  leadership  has  unified  China 
with  the  aim  of  attaining  national  modernization, 
regaining  traditional  primacy  in  East  Asia,  becom- 
ing a major  nuclear  power,  and  assuming  world 
Communist  leadership  of  social  revolution  and 
“wars  of  liberation.” 

2)  China  is  making  progress  in  improving  the 
scientific  and  technological  skills  of  the  country 
and  in  developing  its  economy.  But  its  ability  to 
modernize  is  closely  conditioned  by  its  agricul- 
tural success  and  ability  to  procure  outside  capital. 
Its  industrial  plant  has  barely  recovered  from  the 
experience  of  the  Great  Leap  Eorward. 

3 ) By  1970  China  will  have  developed  a hydro- 
gen bomb  and  a limited  capacity  to  deliver  war- 
heads by  medium-range  missiles.  By  1975,  China 
may  be  able  to  deploy  intercontinental  ballistic 
missiles. 

4)  At  the  moment,  China’s  military  forces  are 
handicapped  by  insufficient  naval  and  air  power, 
and  can  influence  events  only  by  ground  action  in 
peripheral  areas. 

5)  China’s  leaders  maintain  a belligerent  pos- 
ture which  they  are  striving  to  instill  in  the  next 
generation  of  leaders.  Whether  China’s  attitude 
will  soften  as  veterans  of  the  revolution  who  hold 
most  key  positions  retire  or  die,  and  as  China’s 
standard  of  living  improves,  is  an  imponderable. 
Points  of  Difference 

Those  testifying  differed  widely  in  their  assess- 
ments of  the  danger  of  military  confrontation  and 
their  advice  as  to  what  should  be  done.  Some  be- 
lieve that  China  will  commit  ground  forces  to  the 
war  if  North  Vietnam  is  invaded  and  defeated,  and 
China’s  borders  are  imperiled.  Others  maintain 
that  the  Chinese  will  not  dare  to  give  battle  in  the 
absence  of  nuclear  capacity,  and  that  military  con- 
frontation may  be  safely  risked  at  this  time. 

One  series  of  witnesses  maintained  that  the  war 
in  Vietnam  should  be  pursued  by  denying  the  Viet 
Cong  sanctuary  in  Cambodia  and  Laos,  by  block- 
ading Haiphong  and  bombing  Hanoi,  and  risking 
war  with  China.  One  academician  even  asked  that 
the  U.  S.  supply  naval  and  air  support  for  a three- 
months’  invasion  of  the  mainland  by  the  Chinese 
Nationalists;  he  was  eonfident  that  Communist 
leadership  can  be  overthrown. 

Several  witnesses  contended  that  while  there  is 
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still  time,  the  United  States  should  find  ways  to 
live  with  China— by  improving  communications, 
removing  trade  barriers,  and  moving  toward  a 
settlement  of  the  Taiwan  problem,  and  acceptance 
of  a seat  for  the  CPR  in  the  UN.  Most  felt  that  the 
U.  S.  must  restrict  its  military  activity  in  the  Far 
East  and  cease  to  challenge  China’s  claim  to  East 
Asian  leadership  before  any  easement  of  Sino- 
American  relations  is  possible. 

The  depth  and  range  of  information  on  the  part 
of  subcommittee  members  improved  noticeably  in 
the  course  of  the  three  weeks  of  hearings. 
Interviews  with  Legislators 

Interviews  conducted  with  members  of  Cong- 
ress over  the  past  six  weeks  show  a uniformly  ser- 
ious concern  for  the  betterment  of  U.  S. -China 
relations  unmarked  by  emotion  or  special  attach- 
ment to  Nationalist  China.  Some  legislators  doubt 
that  the  American  people  will  be  able  to  accommo- 
date themselves  to  the  admission  of  Communist 
China  to  the  UN,  should  a favorable  vote  occur. 
Others  see  little  use  in  Americans  taking  the 
initiative  in  easing  tensions  unless  the  Chinese 
reciprocate. 

Several  Congressmen  voiced  a need  for  assist- 
ance in  educating  their  districts,  particularly  ask- 
ing for  help  from  ministers,  women’s  groups, 
service  clubs,  and  educators.  To  advocate  a new 
China  policy  in  an  election  year  makes  a Congress- 
man too  vulnerable;  although  many  have  con- 
stituents who,  because  of  the  favorable  price  paid 
by  mainland  China  for  wheat,  are  moved  to  drop 
the  embargo  on  trade  in  non-strategic  items. 

Is  China  an  Agressor? 

A wide  range  of  attitudes  reveals  itself  on  the 
reality  and  nature  of  China’s  pretensions  to  be  a 
great  power.  I am  frequently  asked  how  to  regard 
the  Lin  Piao  statement  now  taken  seriously  by 
Secretary  McNamara.  The  best  reply  is  to  stress 
Charles  Taylor’s  point  that  there  is  great  dis- 
crepancy between  China’s  words  and  her  actions: 
the  former  are  bellicose,  but  her  actions  are  re- 
strained and  prudent. 

Signs  of  National  Interest 

A hopeful  sign  is  the  decision  of  Senator  Ful- 
bright  to  hold  hearings  on  China  policy  before 
the  Senate  Foreign  Relations  Committee.  Mean- 
while, the  country  continues  to  schedule  ad- 
dresses, seminars,  and  institutes  on  Communist 
China  at  a pace  never  before  reached.  I can’t 
recall  when  China  specialists  were  in  as  great  de- 
mand for  public  lectures  as  they  are  now.

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PNQM  PEACE  SEMINAR 

Pacific  Northwest  Quarterly  Meeting  held  a seminar  on 
the  peace  testimony  of  the  Society  of  Friends  on  January 
28-30,  1966,  in  Victoria.  About  30  Friends  and  attenders 
participated. 

Discussions,  anxious  questioning,  and  prayers  centered 
around  Friends’  obligations  to  peacemaking  as  well  as  no- 
saying to  war.  Questions  were  raised  concerning  members 
who  are  non-pacifists.  Recognizing  the  value  of  “wearing 
thy  sword  as  long  as  thou  canst,”  nevertheless  there  was 
general  agreement  that  new  members  and  those  seeking 
membership  should  have  the  peace  testimony  stressed  to 
a greater  extent. 

John  Sullivan,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Pacific  North- 
west regional  AFSC  office,  delivered  an  excellent  talk  on 
international  affairs  to  a pubfic  meeting.  He  depfored  that 
social,  moral,  and  political  developments  are  considerably 
behind  scientific  and  intellectual  progress.  He  urged  all  to 
be  aware  of  the  causes  of  war;  unequal  development  of 
countries,  exploitation,  nationalism,  ignorance,  etc.,  as  well 
as  our  own  unresolved  conflicts. 

The  Epistle  which  grew  out  of  the  seminar  states  (in 
part ) : 

“We  acknowledge  that  there  are  disagreements  among 
us  on  the  approaches  which  we  should  use  and  the  degree 
to  which  it  is  desirable  to  be  involved  in  public  and  personal 
witness.  We  recognize  that  it  is  often  easier  for  Eriends  to 
act  as  individuals,  but  feel  that  upon  occasion  we  are  called 
to  act  corporately. 

“In  order  to  move  ahead  in  our  peace  witness  we  need 
clearness  within  ourselves.  At  the  same  time  we  need  to 
face  the  question  of  whether  our  slowness  to  focus  and  to 
act  contributes  to  the  continuation  of  conditions  which  we 
know  need  to  be  changed. 

“We  think  that  Eriends  need  to  listen  to  the  young 
among  us,  to  those  who  are  called  radicals,  and  to  those 
whose  modes  of  behavior  and  attire  seem  to  offend  some 
of  us;  for  we  recognize  that  they  are  seeing  things  which 
many  of  us  are  failing  to  see.” 

American  Eriends  resolved,  among  other  things,  to  be 
more  available  in  counseling  conscientious  objectors.  Cana- 
dian Eriends  were  asked  to  consider  proposals,  1 ) to  more 
actively  help  the  United  States  seek  peace  in  Vietnam,  2 ) to 
consider  sponsoring  a delegate  to  China  to  help  open  dis- 
cussion between  the  U.  S.  and  China,  and  3)  to  support  the 
suggestion  of  Prof.  William  Holland  (of  the  U.  B.  C.  De- 
partment of  Asian  Affairs)  that  Canada  be  encouraged  to 
set  aside  V2  of  1 % of  profit  from  wheat  safes  to  China  to 
hefp  promote  Chinese- Western  communications.  All  left 
the  seminar  with  the  directive  to  explore  the  possibility  of 
setting  up  peace  study  groups  in  their  home  Meetings. 

Victoria  Eriends  extended  very  generous  hospitality.  Sev- 
eral meals  were  participated  in  together,  as  well  as  the 
Sunday  Meeting  for  Worship.
